The quarterback had been 
yelling at the top of his voice to make 
his signals heard and was wearing 
himself out. 
Finally, unable to make 
himself heard above the din, he pulled 
off his headgear,

“ ‘Come back here, you gujrs, and 
TU tell you what the play is.'

back, gathered 
around him. 
He gave them the play 
and they went through it without ad­ 
ditional signals. 
This was repeated

As condidabs for county commissioner on the Tax Re­ 
duction Party ticket, I want to take exception with the 
Adams county commissioners if they proceed to collect taxes 
on horses, mares and meat cattle over four years, which I see 
by The Gettysburg Times they have directed the assessors 
of the county to assess in this year's trienniel assessment. 


York county’s solicitor seems to know what the law is, 
and he instructed the commissioners there not to have 
horses, mares and meat cattle over four years assessed this 
year. 
The solicitor tor the Adams county commissioners 
and the commissioner themselves know what the 1927 leg­ 
islature meant when it repealed part of the tax act of 1844, 
but they are quibbling over the way in which printed proof- 
sheets of the repealer set forth the repeal of the tax of live­ 
stock. 


It seems to me that here would be the right place for 
the Adams county commissioners to start reducing taxes 
if they were so minded. 
The farmer has a hard row to 
hoe with all the state, county and township taxes imposed 
upon him. 
Why not let up on this tax on horses, mares 
and neat cattie, as the legislature has directed? 


If York county can suffer the loss of taxes from this 
source, certainly Adams county can. 
It looks to me as 
though the Adams county commissioners were trying to 
buck the recent legislature. 
If they do that, they will 
find they have bitten off more than they can chew. 


Voters of Adams county can rest assured that if they 
elect me to the board of commissioners I will see to it that 
the farmer gets a square deal, and lower taxes. If elected, 
I will fight to the last drop to abide by the state law which 
repealed the tax on livestock, thereby lowering taxes for 
the farmer. 
The farmer deserves everything that is com­ 
ing to him, and this the present board of commissioners ap­ 
pear reluctant to give him. 
We must ail eat, and if the

BUILT AQUAPLANE 
TO CROSS OCEAN 


New “Ship” Is Expected to do 
Seventy Miles An Hour in 
Journey to Reach U. S. 


Warsaw, Poland.—(AP)—The At­ 
lantic has been crossed on the surface 
of the pond, under the surface and 
over the surface—hut now come two 
young Polish engineers who say they 
are going to cross it by the hop-skip- 
and-jump method. 
They have constructed an aqua­ 
plane which will leap from wave to 
wave, “just touching the high spots,” 
and they hope to make New 
York 
from Warsaw in 70 hours, traveling 
70 miles per hour. 
A 
25-year-old 
inventor, 
Stefan 
Witkowski, who has eight import­ 
ant inventions to his credit, 
is the 
prime mover in the 
venture. 
The 
aquaplane, called the “Stenor,” was 
constructed with the revenue from his 
inventions, 
financial 
help from Ed­ 
ward Grahski, 
sugar manufacturer, 
and The Warsaw- Daily ABC. 
Witkowski was a student last year 
at the Warsaw Polytechnic school. He 
has been studying for two years the 
problem of 
adapting 
aquaplanes to 
waving surfaces. During the summer 
he remained sixteen hours on the Bal­ 
tic sea in an 
aquaplane 
during 
a 
storm. He will be accompanied by the 
aviator Count Norbert Jezierski. They 
have food for ten days. 
In 
view of the continuous 
bail 
weather reports and the news of the 
postponement of many transatlantic 
flights, The Warsaw ABC asked them 
to give up their 
idea, freeing them 
from all obligations, but both young 
men decided to try the voyage at any j 
price. 
They 
plan to 
follow the Vistula j 
from Warsaw to Danzig, then to cross j 
the Baltic to Plymouth. England, and 
to go thence to Lisbon, Portugal, to j 
the Azores and to New York. 
Witkowski hopes that his aquaplane 
will settle the problem of quick trans­ 
portation to America, 
because 
this 
type of craft can carry more passen­ 
gers than a plane.
